A Guljeniatoriul Sluiitler Ut'futed 

. In the fiico of largo and numerously 
•'Bifrned politions from tbo proUuolive 
and mercantile olassea of i3ritiBh Cu~ 
lambia, Governor Seymour has Imd 

the aasuranco to nnnounco to the 
Homo Govorumont that tho Colony 
over which ho rules is " not in favor 
of Union." Ho has roprcspntod iho 
memorials as the oft'ect of the agitation 
by " Victoria politicians ; " ho lum tra- 
duced and vilified tho nio-cliants ol 
Victoria, and sneorcd at tho cfl'orts 
thoy havo put forth to assist the 
strong hands and willing hearts " 
who havo gone into tho wilds of 13ril- 
ish Columbia to open up its resources ; 
ho has said that tho Union paper — the 
Cariboo Sentinel — died lor waul of sup- 
port, when it is notorious that its edi- 
tor and publisher did haiuisoraoly by 
its publication, tliat tlio paper is yet 
alivo and flourishing, and iliat, its 
fornior editor — still unconverted from 
his Union horesj' — is now publishing 
tho loading and most prosperous jour- 
nal on tho Lower Frasor; ho has 
Bcoutcd tho dcmaiulB of tho minors 
for a " closer communion ■" willi 
couvor Island and for lietrcnclunnnl 
as absurd; and tho young gcniloman 
who does him the honor to "adminis* 
trato" tho Government of tho sister 
Colony during his JixcoUoncy's ab- 
Bonoo, has sent home a despatch on- 
closinjT a Union petition which, he 
Buporciliously says, ia signed by "155 
persons out of a population of GOOO," 
who do not at all represent tho feoN 
inga of tho majority. Thoao mis- 
statements havo exorcised u most per- 
nicious influence upon tho mind of Mr 
Card well, and tho unfortunate resolu- 
tions of our Assembly having been 
seized upon as somo excuse for an 
outrage, tho Union Bill is tho result. 
Had wo not tho evidence — docu- 
mentary and otherwise— at liand, 
to disprove these falsehoods, pru-^ 
donco would dictate a profound 
flilonco. Eut wo happen to havo bo- 
foro us ovidonco of tho strongest and 
most incontrovorlible churaclor, nor 
havo wo to go farther back than a 
fortnight ago to provo how palpable 
aro tho untruths that have been dis- 
Bominated as to tho financial condition 
of the sister Colony and the feeling of 
tho pooplo on the subject of Union. 
Tho Administrator of the Govern men t 
of that Colony ia now ou a tour 
through the interior. Last week at 
tho vory first town (Yale) in wliich ho 
landed, ho was met by tlio people with 
an address in whicli the}" alluded to 
tho depressed state of affairs and an- 
nounced their desire for Union ia tho 
following unmihtakablo language : 

In conclusion we bave only to slate tliat 
your boDor is about to make your first olficial 
visit as Admiolslrator of the Govetament into 
tbo interior, at a period when the Cotooy is 
just bpginoing to emerge frooi a lAost severe 
and trying depreBsion of consideruble doia- 
tioQ in every interest in this country. Ttiis 
will account for iho absence of that general 
improvement which otlieruise, wo ((.'ul us- 
Burcd, you could not havo fiiikil to notice. 
\Ve trust, liowijver, thai bri^^hter days uru in 
btore for British tjohiinliia, iiiiil llnit ir/icii 
Union of the Colonics is c<in.sumiiia/cd, aixl 
the bouadless resuurces of tbu cuunlry are 
opened np and developed by the introduction 
01 capital, the condition of tho people will be 
improved and tbo country generally resnine 
its former populoUaries-i and pio^-peiilv. 

To this address ills Honor (ignor- 
ing the Union question) replied as 
follows: 

I am aware that a Oonrt House is much 
reqaired in this town. It is tbrongb no for- 
geifulneBS that tbis building bas been so 
long delayed. The financial circumstances 
of (fie colony have alone been the cause. I 
trust, very shortly, to be in a po-iliiun to nn- 
tborizo tbu necessary fspeodituie. 

It ia amusing to notice how rcitdily 
Mr liirch ackiiowlcdgcs thtit the 
"financial circunisLanccs of the Colony" 
havo prevented public iinprovoir.eiiis; 
but what will he nay iiftorho lias i-ead 
Mr Seymour's glowing account of the 
"flourishing condition" of liritish Co- 
lumbia ? Will lio chime ill, or will he 
agree to di-agrou Willi him on th:U 
point. Wo have now only to produce 
tlio following from (luvcriior Siy- 
mour'ti despatch ;ls Id Union, to show 
Low thoroughly the \'alo address gives 
his Btatomonts a Hat denial; 

" The gentlemen who HUceesHlnlly appeal- 
ed to the people for a noininaliDii to ihe 
-Leg'ilativo Council, pled^jed tljeiii^t'lvcH to 
opposition to Union. The Uouuoil, on ilii^^ 
subject ooliroly UDlelterod by me, vote unun- 
imoualy anaiust it. The issue was fairly 
tried whenever Ihero was a chunco nl' fuc- 
casfl. I'otitioriB were printed in \'icl()ria, 
recommending union niid Itio aholiliori ol 
unpopular taxation, and cMreidatcd in \\v 
mininj; diolriclH, but limy riMnaii'cd iin.i(;ni!d. 
Indignation raeelinga wuru called in Cariboo 
but no one would attend. A ncsvspapur was 
■torted in that district, cspocially to advocale 
Union And oppose tbo local govcramonl. The 
minora merely proteated against the scruil- 
ity of tbeir proteated organ, and when ox- 
traoeous aasistanae vu witbdrawu, it died 
from want of support.' l am (or many roa- 
Bons auxlous tfaat the desire for Union 
should exist in British . Colambia. It docs 
not." '

M jMantonlel insists on 
ilio iinmodiato payment of -5 millions llur- 
ins, and ihrcaleua lo deliver Fruiiliforl up to 
pillage iu tho event of non-compliance. 'J'lio 
ISoutsc and warehouses were closed, and 
the Frankfort Chamber refuses to poy, pre- 
ferring to submit to pillage.

Times saya, the armiatioe did not oome a

lier ulmoat to blot Austria from tbo map of 
Europe. The Emperor of France, a few 
weeks Of;o, iuBiHled upon Austria boiiif; 
maintained us a (Jerman power, now lie 
ii|ipears lo have rovoUeil that part (if tho 
pre ;;ram me, iiiid uryes Austria to accept the 
terms of peace nflered t;y frussia and Italy, 
Kussia also, which a lew weeks ago sceined 
to sympathize with Austria, bas become 
friendly to Prnssia. Last ni^bt in the 
British House of Commooa, there was a 
roi<ular gloriGcatiou over Uoant Bismarck, 
and tho Bucoesa of tbe Prussian army, 
riiroo months ago there was scarcely one to 
tuke tbe side of i'russia. There is evidently 
great confusion at Vienna, they are so hotly 
pressed, that they cannot got tinio to de- 
liberate calmly.

tbe wishes of the people as aigoified in five 
distinct districts. Under this constitution 
the Guveriimoiil can command a mnjoriiy of 
votes, but thu power has been rarely exer- 
cised by me, save in ca.-es where demands 
were ma le upon the Cnlony by the Imperial 
TrBiisury, which tbe Lei;islutnre, if not co- 
erced, would have rejecled. 

25. I weald wish to make some observa- 
tions npon the thrco divisions of tho preseni 
Council. The five executive inuinbera are in 
.aueh eloso eouimunication with Ihe tioverno.'-, 
that it IS but rarely thnt ( ne of ihem has an 
oi'portiinity of afserling his iodeprndenOG by 
a Vote againsl a measure inlrodiii ed by tlie 
Goveriiiiient. Ilenee, however, usoliil us men 
ol buBiiiess in the House, they do not, with 
li.e public, possess tho same charaeter for 
independence as the other two classes. I 
'woald recommend that in tbe oew Legisla- 
ture for tho united Colonies, Iho eiriotly ofii- 
cial clement be not increased. 

2fi. I'robably in liriii.-h Columbia the sec- 
tion of tile Legislature which possessoB most 
the confidence of the people, is that of Iho 
magistrate I. ll is the right of the Governor 
to change tbe stations ol Ibe paid justices of 
iha peace whenever be shall see occasion for 
doing so, therefore tho boat men are always 
selected for tbe most important trusts, Aa 
the winter oloaes most of the miners' opera- 
tiiun, soverol of the magistrates can be Npared 
III alieiid the uid'tiims of llio Lcgislaiivo 
Ciiiineil in New Wesiinin.sier, The undors 
menlionod distriets are rejii esenled in this 
nnniier: 1. New Wesliniii-iei ; 2. Thu Koto- 
nay gold mines in the K leky .Mountains; 3 
The gold mines or Cariboo, nearly 5Utl miles 
noriheast of New Westminster; .1. Tlie 
agrioulcuriil, and now mining diatiiot of Lil- 
looel; S. The pastoral and minin); coumry 
iniursected by tbe Columbia, bounded on thtt 
south by tho Amorioao frontier. 

27. The country Mani-lrates, who-.,! sa'a- 
ries aie not siillieieiit to eiiablii Iheiii to en- 
j.iy any of the ln;\Unesof life in the expen- 
sive districis in winch ihey are slaiioneil, 
live in tho manly slate of freedom ot inter" 
course with all classes, churaoteristic ot 
British Columbian sooiuiy. Tbe Magistratea 
at the mines, hundreds of miles from head- 
ipiaiti'r-, are iieeessarily invested with duties 
of grear variety and importance. The re- 
piesi iilalivi! Ill tho Government, the sub) 
icIi'i'i'L' or jiiilge in mining di-ipiiti";, i;iild 
eo mini, - ion IT, bank nip icy CiHiinii.i.-iimer, 
couiily emirt jiidpe, the magiglralB is con- 
stantly belori) the public. The smallness of 
llio pulieo fiireu which we oan allow to carry 
iiiii his decisionn, and lo preserve tranquillity, 
i'iitn|ielH him to roly muob upon his personal 
iiilluenco. It gives me great satislaction to 
s,iy that under theso circumslanois a body 
of public nnicers lias been trained, ('((ually 
respected bv the people and the tiovern- 
iiieiit. Till' iniiKir lnoks upon I'id departure 
ol Iho nia;;islral.: lor his legislative duties, 
with hilly as mucli ol happy confidence as 
he does on thai of the men he has assisted 
in returning to the House, 

28. I would propose In tho now oons^itu- 
lion, to inoreaae the nuiaber of these valua- 
ble legislators from fivo In nine. I would 
snbmii that the present discretionary power 
resiiluut in the Governor, of midiing Ids se- 
lection from the ccn'rea of population, for 
ihii liini) bein.';; bo not interfered with; imr 
would 1 wilhilraw the liberty granled to him 
by the Duke ol Newciis'.h) le, appoint, fihould 
he tioo tit, unpaid in the place of ]iaid inag- 
isltales. I venture to submit a plan fur ilis- 
tribntion. in the lirst instanoe, of the nine 
seals: 1, Victoria, V. I.| 2, New WestininBter, 
li C; .T, Cariboo, B C; 4, Kootonay or Colum- 
bia, U (!; 5, Dnnglaa and Lillooet, B C; 0, Oso- 
yooa and Southern Frontier, B. C ; 7, Nan. 
aimo, V. 1.; 8, Vale iiiiil Lylloii, 15. C. ; i), 
CoraoM or Cowichan, V. I. It will bo said 
that this is not a fair di.stributioii, si.\' nnigis- 
IralCH (or Brili-h Culuiiibiii, tlneu lor \'an- 
couver iNlaiid. I reply that tho furnier 
C'uluny now mipports uiiie paid justici:.s of 
the peace, tho latter only two. My plan 
would. eDtiilithe ezclasioa of three Colum- 
bian Dvsgistrates, and the oreatioo of one for 



Legislative purposes, upon tho T ' nd. 

29. Tho Dulco of Newnantln reefed Iho 
Governor to consult the wishes ol the people 
in the appoinlmctit of one-third of tho Le- 
gislative Councillors. My predecessor divid- 
ed ihu Colony into five electoral districis: 1, 
New WcstiniuEter; 2, Caribou East ; 3. Carii 
boo West ; 4, Yalo and Lytton ; 5, Douglas 
aud Lillooet. The mode of ascorlaiuiug tho 
popular dosire is as follows : A letter is 
written by commaud of the Governor to thu 
paid Magistrate of the district, direoting him 
to call a meeting of the inhabitantB to select 
a person for a sout in tho CouDCil. Due no- | 
tioo of the meeting is given in tie Gazette, [ 
and hicality by tbo .Magistralc. Seats in the 
Legislative Council are eagerly contended 
fur, Ffoclioneoring addresses are issued 
from the rival oandidateg, and sometimes 
very oonaiilotablo expense is incurred. Great 
disoroliun is left with tlie Magislralo and 
people of tho distriot na to tho votes which 
shall be accepted aud reported to tho Gov- 
ernor. In New Westminbter, I believe, in 
consequence of a feeling to Ibat 'efTent, aliens 
have abstained Irom voting ; but in Cariboo, 
and 1 think other inland districts, every man 
who comes forward may record a vole, un- 
less lie bo nn Indian or a Chinaman. Indeed, 
I believe there aro ca=08 where some Chinepc 
have bei'u allowed to volu. Il iiieet.s with 
my approval that so long as a strong Kiiglish 
Covoi imieiit e.vi.ilsin New W eslniinster, no 
ilisijualilication on uecoiint of nationality 
should exist at the Gold mines. I hold it as 
extremely desimblc that we should know llie 
real inleresis und feelinga of our many alien 
immigrants. That we should attach them to 
our institutions, and that, as wo govern by 
moral force alone, oot costing the mother 
country a soldier or a shilling, wo should 
have among our Legislators men responsible 
to alien as well.as Kiigliah consliiueiits. I 
like to hear any grievance which the Ameri- 
oaii miner may iiniigine ho suffers f:-oiri in 
Cariboo disposed of, iis now, by the remark, 
■' ^Vait for llie iie.M election." In the agri- 
cultural tlistricts likewise 1 wish aliens to 
take part in the oleclious. Lyltun, probably, 
does nut coniain a dozen English unu(Iiciat 
inhabilanta. The farmers on Ihe Thompson 
and Upper Frasor aro many ol them Freueh. 
The hotel keepers throughout tbe Colony 
luosllv belong lo that nation or to tho Ital- 
ian. 'I'lu; time bus not yet arrived for me lo 
eoiisii'er whether the Chinaman or linliaii 
slionld lie allowed to vole at the elections. 
1 shiiiild be di.'iiosnd to c."iclude both. I'os- 
sibly 111) e.xcoplion might be made in favjr of 
those who look out their " free niiner.s ccrlii 
fieates." 

30. Tho election over, the magistrate re- 
ports to the Governor Ibe number ol votes 
each candidate baa received. It is by no 
means incumbent on Ihe Governor to appoint 
to tbe Council the elect of the people, but it 
would require very special circumstances, 
sueb as have not yet presented them?elves, to 
justify his rejection of tho man placed at Ihe 
head of Ihe poll. The Councillors must tako 
tho oath of allegiance before hia seat. A 
purely Kngliah Legislature i.s thus secured. 

31. Even if Union is not to tako place, I 
should wish to see Ibe popular element in- 
creased in our Legislative Council. It is by 
gradual concessions freely mode by tho Gov- 
crnmoni, tbat Ihe desire tor instiinlioos prao-

tically unsuited to British Oolumbia will be 
best kept under.

I should specially deairo to see tbe represen- 
tation increased. If the Union of the Colo- 
nies should lake place, I would suggest llial 
about 12 moinbers of the noiv L"gislalure 
should be appointed by the Governor on the 
recummeudalion of thu people. If the Col- 
nuioa remain seperale I will address you at a 
luture liiao respecting British Columbia. I 
must repeat the reoommeodation I ventured 
to maka when treating of the magisterial ele- 
ment, that tbe discretionary power of tbe Gov- 
ernor, as to the districts to be reprcseoteu 
should remain unimpaired. I, however, sub- 
mit a rough suggestion as to Ibe first appor- 
tionmeuta of seats : Victoria, V. I. 2 mein- 
ber.s; New Wustinin.sler, U. C. 1 do; .N'anaimo 
V. I. 1 do; Comox, V. I. 1 do; Cariboo East, 
B. C. 1 do; Cariboo West, B. C. 1 do; Koot^ 
enay, B. C. 1 do; Yalo and Lytton, B. C. I 
do; Douglas anil Lillooet, B. G. 1 do; Wil- 
liams Lake, B. C. 1 do; Osoyoos und Col- 
umbia, U, C. 1 do. As regards the electoral 
franchise, in the flrat insiaoco I would pro>. 
pose to leave the question aa It now restsj in 
the several diairicia. It might bo dealt with 
hereafter by tho Council. A properly qiiali- 
ticalion anil English nationality would, 1 be. 
iieve ho required in the eleoturaof Vancouver 
Island. 

32. I think it would be desirable that the 
Guveruor should have the power of appoint- 
ing two nnoffiaiitl members of tbe Legisljitive 
UouDcil to the Execative Ooanoil.
